A Primitive Execution in Tennessee 
To-Day. 
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How the Hodge Brothers Were Strangled by 
the Sheriff. 


Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

KNOXVILLE, TENN., November 10.—The 
Hodge brothers were hanged shortly after 1 
o’clock in a field in a ravine half a mile from 
the Court-house. In the ravine was a natur- 
al amphitheater. No scaffold, but simply 
two posts were erected with a cross 
beam, to which the ropes were 
attached. Themen were put in a wagon 

which was driven under the beam, the ropes 
adjusted about the necks and the wagon 
driven away, and both men swung off, chok- 
ing to death and struggling violently. Both 
chose this method. * The gallows was inclos- 
ed by a stout rope, inside of which nobody 
was admitted but officers, clergymen and re- 
porters. A large crowd, chiefly of negroes, 
was present. No disorder. Both leave wid- 
ows, who are sisters, in this city. 

THE CRIME. 

Milt and Sam Hodge, colored and brothers, 
were convicted of the murder of James Me- 
Farland, at Black Oak Ridge, near this city, 
on the 5th of last September. As all will 
recollect. McFarland married a woman by 
the name of Harriet Hodge, living near New 
Market. Harriet had two brothers call- 
ed Milton and Sam who did not bear

They made 
him come up outof the cut, tied him and 
started for home. They had hardly gonea 
hundred yards before Sam leveled his 
gun at cFarland, pulled the _ trigger 
and lodged twelve buckshot in 
his body. e didn’t know what hit him. 
The Hodge negroes made their escape, but 
gave themselves up about two weeks after. 
They were tried in the Criminal Court at 
this place last November and condemned to 
die. Their case was carriesl to the Supreme 
Court, and that honorable body confirmed 
the decision of the Jower court and gentenced 
them to be hanged to-day. 
THE SENTENCE. 

Old man Mcbee was sentenced to the Pen- 
ifentiary and the Hodge brothers to be 
hanged. When the Judee pronounced their 
senterce, corclidiig, ‘And may the Lord 
have mercy on your sons,’ Milt. Hodge re- 
plied: ‘‘Aad aay the Lord have merey on 
your soul. You'll go beiore we will.” They 
evinced very little feeling upon the delivery 
of the second sentence. They only 
remarked to Officer Jones as he conveyed 
them back to the jail that “they can kill us 
here, but they can’t up yonder,’ claiming to 
be prepared to die. The Hodges were small, 
black negrocs, about the same size, with 
keen, piercing eyes. They had a bad repu- 
tation and the community will probably be 
better off without them.

There is hardly any 
party jubilation. The thinking people made 
the change without eee pery leaders. 
No great speeches anticipated this result.

The Republican party has proved un- 
worthy, and its voters saw a better steward- 
ship to expect from the opposite party. 
meantime retiring their own party name till 
less tyranny and avarice and self-seeking 
distinguish it.

Fungi as Food, 

From the Edinburgh Scotsman. 

In spite of occasional fatal accidents 
through the inadvertent eating of poisonous 
species, fungi are largely consumed both by 
sovese and civilized man in all parts of the 
world. Among the Fuegians certain kinds 
form with sheil-fish their staple food. The 
natives of Australia use largely a truffle 
which attains a weight of more than two 
pounds, and is known under the name of na- 
tive bread. The Chinese, who are singularly 
free from poepaciee in tke matter of 
food, are espec ally fond of them, and for 
some years past New Zealand has export- 
ed large quantities of an edible fungus to 
San Francisco and Hong Kong for the use of 
the Celestials. Consul Griffin, of Auckland, 
in a recent report, gives a full account of this 
neW industry, the gathering and drying of 
the fungus giving profitable employment to 
large numbers of colonial children, as well 
as of Maories. The species grows abundant- 
ly in the wooded regions of New Zealand, 
and when dry is worth from 4d. todd.a 
pound. The Chinese use -it, as they do the 
edible swallow’s nest, as a chief ingredient 
in their favorite soup. They also employ it 
as a medicine, and, stranger still, for making 
a valuable dye for silk. Another remarkable 
edible fungus of New-Zealand is the 
Sphorria Robertsii, which grows out 
of the bx uly ae large caterpil- 
lar, practically converting ‘the latter 
into a vegetable substance. The caterpillar 
lives under the ground and the fungus 
springs upward through the soil till it 
reaches the height of 8 or10inches. It is 
eaten by the Mavories, who employ it also 
When burned as a coloring matter. Among 
the northeastern tribes of Asia fungi are 
largely used as food. One specie when 
pounded forms their snuff, while another— 
the Fly Agaric--which fs utilized in Europe 
asa fly-kifler, and is regarded as one of the 
most poisonous forms, is used by them as a 
substitute for ardent spirits, the eating of a 
single large specimen being sufficient ‘‘to pro- 
duce a pleasant intoxication fora whole day.” 
In many parts of Europe fungi are a favorite 
food, being eaten fresh, and also preserved 
in vinegar for winter use. For pickling pur- 
poses all kinds, it is said, are gathered, the 
vinegar being supposed to neutralize the al- 
kaline poison of the noxious species. The 
common mushroom, the morel, and the truffle 
are, however, the favorite edible fungi.

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Murder by Missionaries. 
From the New York Herald. 


The trial of the two ex-employes of the 
Church Missionary Society, Wm. ¥F. John 
and John Williams, together with their 
wives, on the charge of willful murder ofa 
young native girl in the year 1877, at Onitsha, 
on the Niger, concluded at Sierra Leone on 
the 18th ult., after a twelve-days’ hearing. 
The prisoners were convicted of manslaught- 
er, and were sentenced as follows: Williams 
and his wife to twenty years’ penal servi- 
tude, John to eighteen and a half years’ 
enal servitude, and Mrs. John to two vears’ 
imprisonment, with hard labor. The sen- 
tence upon John would have been 
the same as that upon Williams, but for the 
fact that he had been in prison awaiting 
trial for about eighteen months. According 
to the evidence elicited at the trial the de- 
ceased girl, together with a companion, ran 
away from the service of the prisoner John. 
On being brought back the two girls were 
tied together, back to back, and whipped 
with barbarous cruelty, not only by the 
prisoners themselves, but by others at their 
instigation. The victims were left lying on the 
ground in the broiling Sun throughout the 
day, and their agonies were increased by the 
application of pepper to their wounds. One 
of the girls succumbed to the injuries she 
sustained, but the other sgrvived. 
The affair has created an im- 
mense sensation throughout the 
colony, and the sentence is generally warmly 
approved. The fact that the circumstances 
occurred so long ago as 1877, while the trial 
of the prisoners has only now taken place, 
has naturally excited surprise. The explan- 
ation given for the delay is that although 
the death of the girl was the occasion of sus- 
picion and inguiry among the British sub- 
jects, mostly natives of Sierra Leone, at 
Onitsha, in 1877, every attempt to find out 
the truth of the case met with the greatest 
difficulties, many people who were in a_ posi- 
tion to give evidence being themselves more 
or less implicated in the affair. But for the 
determination of a Mr. Haastroop the matter 
would not have seen the light at all.

MOUNT VERNON, 


A Romance Connected with the Home 
of George Washington. 
Correspondence of the New York Sun. 


This is the favorite season for a visit to 
Mount Vernon, and during the months of 
October and November the average number 
of visitors is larger than at any otker time. 
Never is the quaint and beautiful old home- 
stead lovelier than in the autumn. It was in 
1858 that Colonel John Washington saw that 
Mount Vernon would have to go by the auc- 
tioneer’s hammer if something did not turn 
up. And here comes in the romance of Mount 
Vernon. A woman who had been a confirmed 
invalid since her nineteenth year raised a 
fund of $200.000, and embodied a plan that 
gave Mount Vernon to the nation. This was 
Anne Pamela Cuningham, of South Carolina. 
She was an only and indulged daughter. In 
her childhood she had visited Mount Vernon, 
and when she resigned all of life except that 
which could be enjoyed in a sick-room, in her 
early womanhood, she took hold of a project 
to buy Mount Vernon, or, rather, the project 


took hold of her. Itis one of the most sin- | 


gularinstances of indomitable energy and 
practical perseverance recorded. The frail 
woman, from her sick-bed, aroused an enthu- 
siasm, especially among Southern women, 
that resulted in A splendia sne- 
cess, She inspired Fdward Fverett with 
her spirit, and his lecture on Washington 
poured monev into the treasury. She tnter- 
ested Mme. Le Vert and Mrs. Cora Mowatt 
Ritchie, and in 1860 it was accomplished: the 
honse, the tombof Washington, and 200 acres 
of land belonged toa national association. 
The Legislature of Virginia granted a very 
sensible charter to the association. The cap- 


ital stock was limited to $500,000. It was | 


granted in perpetuity, and no disposition of 
the property conld be made without the con- 
sent of the Legislature. None of the Wash- 
ington family thereafter was to be _ in- 
terred at Mount Vernon. and the key 
of the vauit was thrown into the 
Potomac River. Around the marble tombs 
of George and Martha Washington is a 
wooden flooring, which if stepped upon 
starts an electric alarm at the house. 
Through the open iron work one looks into 
the brick vault, where there are only the two 
tombs. ‘“‘Hats off’ isthe stringent rule at 
the grave: even the most fiippant are awed 
into something like reverence. During some 
of the bloodiest days of the war Mount Ver- 
non was treated as neutral ground, and sol- 
diers of both armies were seen fraternizing 
under the trees that guand the tomb. 

Frequent description cannot destroy the 
interest of the house. Year by year improve- 
ments are made by the regents. As far as 
practicable every State has a room, orna- 
mented with relics of revolutionary times, 
arranged in thestyle that prevailedat Mount 
Vernon during the lifetime of Gen. Wash- 
ington. Hanging in the entrance hall is the 
key of the Bastile, sent to Washington by 
Lafavette; and over the door of what is 
called the state dining room is Washington’s 
field glass, placed on its perch by the hand 
of Vashington himself, and never 
since removed. The mantel and 
hearth in the dining-room are of marble, and 
extremely curious. They were sent to Wash- 
ington from France. On the way the ship 
bearing the gift was captured by pirates. 
When they found that this marble was in- 
tended for Washington they took an oppor- 
tunity of landing it on American shores, and 
it was forwarded to Mount Vernon. In the 
South Carolina room hangs the portrait of 
Anne Pameia Cuningham. She has a refined 
and thoughtful face, with deep meaning eyes. 
The attic room which Mrs. Washington 
chose after Gen. Washington’s death, and in 
which she died, is in almost the identical 
condition in which she left it. 

In a quaint little drawing room—Nelly 
Custis’s drawing room—is the grand harpsi- 
chord, as large as a modern grand piano, 
which Washington gave her asa wedding 

ift. This was the egrandniece of Mrs. 
ashington, not her daughter Nelly, who 
died unmarried at twenty-two. In_ the 
grounds stands a rose bush, where, tradition 
relates, Nelly Custis received her first offer, 
and walking around this rose bush _ six 
times brings every roung lady 
who believes in the spall en offer of marriage 
within the year. 

The place is managed upon the most prac- 
tical plan.

FIFTH AND LOCUST. . 


Squeezing the Water Out of Western 
‘nion—New Trouble. 
From the New York Herald. 


A good deal of the water which was 
sponged up at the time of the consolidation 
with the American Union and Atlantic and 
Pacific lines is beginning to be squeezed out. 
Not only have the courts decided against the 
iniquitous consolidation and the issue of 
some $15,500,000 of fictitious and paper cer- 
tificates, but new enterprises are under way, 
orare being inaugurated, that promise 
start up a formidable opposition. On land 
the Mutual Union Company is tapping the 
Western Union Company at all its best pay- 
in points, and under sea a new 
cable will shortly be laid at such cheap 
rates for construction that the present 
cables, even under the guarantee of the 
Western Union will find it difficult to 
earn a dollar in the shape of dividends. 
While Western Union is hampered ashore 
by connecting lines, it is also being loaded 
down by its contract to pay an shourdis high 
rental upon the cable lines—three of which 
are moribund, and only om of whichisina 
condition of life and activity. What be- 
tween stock-water and ocean-water Western 
Union stands a good chance of suffocation, 
and so most ple shought to-day when 
they either sold out their holdings ‘or went 
short of the stock, knowing that lower 
figures must inevitably ensue. 

Just before leaving New York to-dayon 
the steamship Servia, Mr. James Gordon 
Bennett was asked whether he had accom- 
plished his purpose in organizing his cable 
enterprise. He hastily replied: “It was ac- 
complished before I left Paris.” He was 
then asked if it was true that he had sub- 
scribed $1,000,000 to the enterprise, to which 
he answered as hastily that he had sub- 
scribed as much as was necessary, and 
would make it $2,000,000 or $10,000,000 if that 
sum was required. 

“What telegraphic arrangements have you 
made, Mr. Bennett, on this side of the At- 
lantic?”’ 


“Wait and see,”” he replied, and after a 
moment added: ‘The Herald will show that 
we have knocked the bottom out of the West- 
ern Union monopoly. The Herald will bat- 
ter it down—batter it down!” 

“And put up the Mutual Union?” 

To this Mr. Bennett answered: 

‘The Mutual Union be hanged! We shall 
run it asa part of my system. But what are 
you talking about?” he went on. “Is this 
an interview? I will net be Interviewed.” 

“Shall you return again from Paris short- 
ly?” was asked. 

“T shall go to India if I like,” said Mr. 
Bennett: “but what's that to you?”

General complaints are niade 
about the condition of the streets of Paris, 
and the way in which night-prowlers make 
use of the obscurity of our thoroughfares 
to attack, roband murder y em- 
powering proprietors of cafes, bras- 
series, and wine-shops to remain open ti 2 
o’clock, M. Gigot ceantributed to a notable 
extent to remedying the insufficient illumin- 
ation of the streets. Owing to the fact of 
these places remaining open until 2 @ m. 
there is a constant circulation for another 
hour, a coming and going of fiq4neurs and 
respectable people, which considerably hin- 
ders the proceedings of the rufflans who 
haunt our thoroughfares by night. From 
the ist of November the streets of Paris will 
be dark and deserted from 1 a. m. until day- 
break. Vagabonds and malefactors will 
safely be abie to lie ready In door-ways to 
knock on the head such persons as may be 
forced to go out of doors after 2 O’clock in 
the morning. M. Camescasse’s new regula- 
tion will affect a round hundred of cafés and 
brasseries in Paris, to say nothing of the 
wine-shops.”’ :

From the American Register of Paris. 
Berlin may boast of an old tree, a very old 
tree. It is of the species Taxus baccat 
stands in the ‘garden of the ‘“‘Herrenhaus’ 
(Upper Chamber Building), and is over 800 
‘rears old. Its height is about thirty-eight 
eet, and its lower circumference about six 
feet. Asa forest tree this particular species 
is apparently wholly extinct—the fact of its

When, in 1866, on the re- 
turn of the regiments of the Guard from Bo- 
hemia, a festival was given in the garden, the 
Emperor’s stand was erected at the foot of 
the historical tree.

Sacque. 


Latest Modes and Styles--Extravagant Prices

“Fors cost five times as much now as they did 
in our grandmothers’ time,” saida Fourth street 
dealer to a Post-D1sPaATCH reporter this morning.
